Tree Warden’s Report. 


At the very last of the financial year of. 1906 and the first of 
1907, our attention was called to the law of 1905, as amended by 
the acts of 1906, in regard to Gipsy and Brown Tail Moths. 
some nests having been found in town, the Selectmen caused 
notices of the law, and what the duties of the real estate owners 
are, to be printed, and I sent these notices to all real estate own- 
ers where I could find their post-office address. I sent out about 
300; also caused the trees and bushes on the roadsides to be 
looked over for the pests, and of the different kinds found, and 
sent to me not a Gipsy or a Brown Tail among them, | 

In the late spring and early summer you probably all noticed 
there was something the matter with our Elm trees. The leaves 
were honeycombed and dying. On investigation it was found to 
be the Elm tree beetle, and I found most of the Elms in town 
were infested with them, some more than others.. An E]m is not 
as easily killed by losing its foliage as some other species, but if 
they commence to die are much harder to save than other kinds. 
A: large number of trees in Paris, after three or four repeated 
strippings, died; also, in England and our country; in the city 
of Springfield some died after three years’ work by the beetle. 
it is considered that our American Elm can stand more hardships 
than the English Elm. From all the information I can gather, 
the best way to destroy these pests is by spraying with arsenate of 
lead. Other ingredients have been used, but this has proved the 
best, and one good spraying, if at the right time, is generally 
sufficient. The best time is when the tree is nearly or fully leaved. 
In July some of the trees on private land were so bad the owners 
thought they would lose them, and wanted me to do something 
to save them. I consulted with Mr. Stoppert of Franklin, who 
was doing the work for Franklin; he showed me his work, and 
told me what the expense was for a tree. He came and looked | 
these over; not being enough in number, I put him on the trees

in the highway. We have 300 or more Elms in or close to the 
highway line, and the question is, What will the town do, if any- 
thing, to preserve these trees? We have no right to spray trees 
on private land; but when a tree is so close it would take a sur- 
veyor to determine what side it is, and the highway has the benefit 
of the tree, I think they should be looked after; and I have no 
doubt if a man has anice Elm in his yard he would be pleased to 
have some one do the work at his expense. The expense varies 
in different locations; also the size of the tree makes a great dif- 
ference. In the first place is the apparatus, which would be a 
hand pump for the purpose, with the appurtenances thereto, ex- 
cept the wagon for the tank, which would cost about $75. Then 
there should be two or more extension ladders for the outfit. 
Then, with three men for the work, our town could be quite well 
protected from the Elm tree beetle. 


There are not many who consider it advisable to use a power 
sprayer unless there are a large number of trees, and then some 
prefer several hand pumps to one large one. The trees should 
all be gone over in two or three weeks’ time. A few years ago, 
in Springfield, they had the cost down fine. They sprayed 16,000 
trees at an expense of 29 cents a tree, and some of them were 
treated a second time, In Brookline 212 large trees were treated 
at a cost of about 49 cents each; in Medford 15 cents a tree. 
Some estimate the cost by the diameter of the tree; those 8 to'1o 
inches cost 50 cts. to $1.00; 12 to 20 inches cost $1.00 to $2.00; 
24 to 30 in. cost $3.00 to $4.00. Others estimate by the height, 
thus: 10 feet high cost 10 cents; 20 feet high 25 cents; 40 feet 
high 50 cents; 50 feet high $1.00; and when from 70 to 80 high 
cost from $4.00 to $10.00. All who have Elms can help quite 
easily to exterminate these pests. The beetle lays its eggs on the 
under side of the leaf; they hatch out in a week, and the greatest 
injury is done by these little larve. They soon turn brown and 
fall from the tree, and collect in masses in sheltered places. 
There are those who have seen the thousands of little orange- 
colored pupe trying to hide. In from 5 to 10 days mature beetles 
emerge and feed again on the foliage. 

Now, if all owners at this time will spray, or wash the trunk

of the tree with boiling water, and pour the boiling water around 
the roots of the tree, can you imagine the number that will be 
killed ? ; a ae 

In closing, my opinion is that for the town to purchase suitable 
outfit and get the best men they can for the work, is better than 
to hire our trees sprayed by out of town parties. 

Since writing the above the Gipsy Moth Commission has sent 
men throughout our town looking for the Gipsy and Brown Tail 
Moths. They found five Gipsy Moth egg clusters; one on Payne 
street, one on Pearl street, two on Hartford street, and one on |

Report of Street Lighting Committee. 


At the Annual Town Meeting last March $500.00 was appro- 
priated for street lighting, $100 to be used at the Center of the 
town, $100 at the South end, and $300 at the North end. The 
Committee tried to make a trade with officials of the N. Y., N. 
H. & H. R. R. Co., who control the M. A. & W. St. R. R. Co., 
to maintain several lights along the line of the Street Railway in 
South Bellingham where most needed, but have failed to agree 
on anything as yet. 

It was proposed to buy some gasoline street lamps for the 
Center of the town. There were some for sale in Milford, that 
could be tought at a reasonable price, but the cost of maintain- 
ance would be considerable, and as the citizens did not show 
much interest in the matter, nothing was done. 

The Edison Electric Llluminating Co. extended their wires 
from Caryville to North Bellingham, and lights were turned on 
the fore part of September, making sixteen lights in North Bel- 
lingham and sixteen in Carryville, at a cost of $13.50 per light. 
Part of the expense is borne by residents of the two villages. 
We have called on the Town for $170.99, which pays for the 
lights to March Ist, 1908. 

We would recommend the sum of $200, and with unexpended 
balance will make $529.01 for the ensuing year.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen present the following: 
TAXATION. 


We call your attention to the fact, and it is to the credit of the 
Town, that our largest appropriations are for schools and their 
support. Last year $5,800 support of schools, $1,500 on prin- 
cipal of new school houses, besides interest. After this $1,000 
each year will have to be paid, $500 less. The laws in regard 
to exemptions offset any increase in valuation. 

Some of the improvements made last year will not be called 

for this year. 
What the voters appropriate at the Town Meeting is the sum 
that must be levied, and the following comparisons of 1906 and 
1907 will show you why your tax rate was more in 1907. New 
school house and running expenses of same, interest and princi- 
pal, heating town house, raising soldiers’ monument, street light- 
ing, etc. On our estimates we think the tax rate would be about 
$16 per thousand. 

Remember, you control the matter.

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HIGHWAYS. 


We have again requested the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission to accept as a State road the Macadam road on South 
Main and Center streets, and extend the same to the R. R. bridge ; 
also, that we should like to have their Division Engineer look 
over the Scott Hill road, and make some suggestions in regard to 
drainage, etc., along the line of being a benefit when they should 
build a Macadam road between end of Macadam on South Main 
Street and Bellingham Center. Something must be done to im- 
prove this road. 

We wrote to the Selectmen of Franklin that the Town had 
voted to repair the road from Bellingham Four Corners towards - 
Woonsocket, and asking them to co-operate with us and extend 
the work on their part. 

We are pleased to state that they answered oro ene saying 
they should be glad to do so. And it is certainly a great im- 
provement. 

Our repeated efforts to have the R. R. Co. make some im- 
provements were finally rewarded, and they have gravelled the 
approaches to the bridge on North Main Street; also around the 
depot and crossing towards South Milford, using 11 car loads of 
gravel. 
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Report of the Sealer of Weights and Measures. 


Lo the Selectmen of Bellingham, 


GENTLEMEN:—In making this, my second annual written 
report to you, I will begin where I left off last vear, and repeat 
it has been a revelation to learn the responsibilties and the law 
as defined by the Deputy Sealer of the Office. It will take time 
and study to do allas required. 

The year has been one of information and progress. 

I am satisfied, that if at the begining of the year, I had had 
as many of the impliments to work with, as we have at this writ- 
ing (and all the materials have not arrived as yet) I could have 
done much better work. 

The annual meeting of the Association of Sealers of Weights 
and Measures was held at the American House, Boston, the 29th 
of January last year. Being away from home at the time, it was 
impossible for me to attend the meeting. The Sealer of the com- 
ing year, will be almost obliged to visit the Deputy Sealer in 
Boston for instructions, which will be necessary in respect to 
Computing Scales, etc. 

In order to comply with the law, our local coal dealers, and 
several other dealers, will need some instructions, 

For the benefit of all parties concerned, I would suggest to 
your honorable board, that you appoint the sealer a_ public 
weigher, as is expected by the deputy sealer. It would be wise 
for the sealer to send to each party, the date of his intended visit, 
that all articles may be ready for the sealing.

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Report of the Superintendent of Highways. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—At the last annual March meeting when making 
an appropriation of fourteen hundred dollars for repair of high- 
ways, it was voted to use about one-half of this sum as special 
appropriations, and certain pieces of street were designated 
where this was to be expended. | 

Without criticising the policy of placing so much of the ap- 
propriation at the places named will say, that all but about $75 
was expended as voted. This amount was held back to be used 
at North Bellingham, between the trench bridge and the rail- 
road; but owing to a series of objections in different ways, the 
work was kept waiting until too late to do it. The street at this 
point is made up of water bars, ridges and gutters (probably put 
there for some purpose, the benefit of which I cannot see) and 
makes a very miserable piece of street. It was suggested to re- 
pair this piece of street with gravel from the Bullard pit at Cary- 
ville, which would make the material when on the street cost 
about $1.00 per load, which is too much when crushed stone can 
be bought and delivered on the car directly on the work for a 
small advance over the cost of gravel drawn from Caryville, and 
if properly laid would wear two or three times longer than 
gravel. It seems to me that a part of this work, especially the 
drainage in repairing this particular place in the street, rightfully 
belongs to the Street Railway Co., and with a little urging they 
would consent to do a part of it. , 

Have expended $94 of the $100 appropriated for cutting brush, 
and on the following named streets: Pagne, Locust, Franklin, 
Chestnut, Blackstone, South Main, North Main, Taunton, Hart- 
ford and Farm, and from the Franklin line to Whitney’s corner 
on Maple street. All of the boulders on Chestnut street which 
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have caused so much trouble, have been blasted and carried away, 
and the street put in fair condition. 

The river bridge, near Caryville Mill, has been replanked 
with 3-inch hard pine. The bridge below Mr. Camp’s has been 
repaired. The trench bridge at North Bellingham has been 
covered with 3-inch plank, and the river bridge near by repaired. 
_ The bridge on Taunton street has been covered with 2-inch 
chestnut plank, also the bridge on Center street, near Henry O. 
Arnold’s, has been covered with 3-inch plank, making the ex- 
pense for repair of bridges the past year ‘quite heavy, leaving 
about $800 with which to repair about 40 miles of street. or $20 
per mile. Under the impression that a crushed stone road was 
to be laid over the Scott Hill part of South Main street, it was 
decided this, and als» last year, to make the repairs as light as 
possible, consequently the street is in very bad condition, and if 
no state appropriation is in sight I think the Town should con- 
sider the matter. 

There are a number of places where the guard rails have be- 
come rotten, and in some places have fallen down and should be 
repaired, and in some places where no guard rails ever existed, 
I think are dangerous and that new rails should be erected.

The School Committee respectfully submit the following re- 
port: f 

The Committee organized with Clarence A. Crooks, Chair- 
man, and John E. Barber, Secretary. 

The District Committee met as usual in April, and organized 
with Frank Wood of Mendon, Chairman, and Frank J. Dutcher 
of Hopedale, Secretary, and unanimously re-elected Herbert F. 
Taylor Superintendent of Schools. 

Pupils desiring to attend High School in the neighboring 
towns, at our town’s expense, should comply with the State law, 
and obtain the approval of the School Committee before entering 
upon their High School course. The parents of pupils who fail 
to secure such approval should hold themselves responsible for 
the tuition charges. 

The report of the Superintendent of Schools follows our finan- 
cial report, and should receive careful attention and consideration. 

The Committee would ask for an appropriation of $6,300.00 
for the ensuing year.

Report of the Superintendent. | 


To the School Committee of Bellingham :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the fourteenth annual report 
of the Superintendent of Schools, it being the sixth of the pres- 
ent incumbent. | 

The most gratifying feature of the year’s work has been the 
increased efficiency of the teaching force, due to the fact that 
there has been but one change since the last report. As in bus- 
iness affairs, the longer the term of service of an employee, the 
greater the value to the employer. Our corps, as at present 
constituted, is the most efficient that has been employed since my 
connection with the schools. I trust that we may be able to re- 
tain the present force for the coming year. 

The most serious source of discord between school and home. 
during the past year, has been due to misunderstandings concern- 
ing the provisions of the law concerning medical inspection. 
That this law and its method of application may be better under- 
stood, I would offer the following explanation. 

The purpose of the law is twofold; first, to insure that the 
children are in a condition of health which enables them to 
successfully do the work of the grade in which they are placed ; 
second, to prevent the spread of contagion by promptly diagnos- 
ing and exluding all cases that are at all suspicious. The medi- 
cal inspector’s decision concerning exclusion, lengthof quarantine, 
and re-admission is final, the teacher’s responsibility ending when 
the case has been called to the attention of the school physician. 
The school physician is not allowed by law to prescribe for the 
child who is ill, that being left for the family physician. The 
eye and ear tests are made by the teachers, whose duty ends 
when the parent has been notified of the defect found. This 
would seem to be the weakest portion of the law, for it some- 
times happens that the parents are unable or unwilling to remedy 
the defects which are called to their attention, thus subjecting
